in the senate to eliminate, completely 
the cash bonus feature of the soldier 
bonus bill as passed by the 
house. 


Senator Smoot. Utah, said Thursday 
after a conference with

Harding. 


The house approved giving the cash 


bonus only to men whose total adjus- 
ted compensation did not exceed $50. 


Instead Smoot said he favored a 


paid up CO-year endowment insurance 
policy with a. loan value and a sales 
tax. to raise the necessary funds. 


The American legion is 
bringing 


pressure-on the senate finance com- 
mittee for early bonus action. 


As a result, it developed Thursday 
that practical assurances have been 
given that the committee will report 
the measure out in another fortnight 
or so. 


Smoot was emphatic declaring that

DESTRUCTIVE INFLUENCES 


People in this country have been taught 


to look at prosperity almost wholly from 
th« point of view of the producer, giving 
little or no thought to the consumer. There 
is to be sure no hard and fast line between 
the two, 
since all are consumers, and most 


are, 
in one way or another, producers. 


Nevertheless, there are the two points of 


and the theory is that if certain 


classes of producers can be <:made" pros- 
perous the prosperity will be passed round 
to the rest of us. 


But there are producers who are hurt 


as well as helped by protective tariffs, a 
fact that has been almost entirely * over- 
looked. Many years ago a wise man 
wrdte much on the "destructive influ- 
ence" of our tariffs, and he proved his 
case. 
The Fair Tariff League — 
com- 


posed, let it not be forgotten, of protec- 
tionists—is making the demonstration 
over again, and the facts that it sets forth, 
are most important. The people need to 
realize that if tariffs protect they also de- 
stroy. In a recent bulletin the Fair Tariff 
League gives two instances of industries 
destroyed—or forced to suspend—by the 
emergency tariff. 
One was a glove 
fac- 


tory in a small town near the Canadian 
border. The high duties imposed on Cana- 
dian goods made it unprofitable for the 
people of Canada to sell in the American 
market, and as a result the glove factory 
lost its Canadian market, and had to shut 
down, to the great loss of the people of 
the town, and of the fanners of the region. 
Here is an industry put out of business 
by the emergency tariff, which was 
sup- 


posed to "protect" rather than to destroy. 
The story of another eliminated industry 
is thus told: 


There is a chemical plant in tho state of Xew 


Jersey which makes a fertilizer for the Cuban 
market. Cuba's sugar industry has been prac- 
tically ruined by a 60 per cent increase in tho 
tariff on raw sugar. Cuba is unable to buy the- 
product of this chemical plant. One thousand 
men are out of work. 
The families of those 


1.000 
men would use at least 1,000 dozen eggs 


a week and not less than a,000 pounds of butter 
nnd certainly not less than 3,000 pounds of meat, 
all products o£ the American farmer. 


There is at the present time a fight be- 


tween two branches of the woolen manu- 
facturing industry, <thc carded wool 
peo- 


ple maintaining that the present emer- 
gency 'tariff operates disastrously against 
them and in favor of the worsted manufac- 
turers, and arguing that the new wool 
tariff, now in process of incubation, will 
be deadly to them. The truth is that it is 
impossible to protect any industry except 
at the expense of some other industry. 
What one gets another loses. The Fail- 
Tariff League will greatly .serve the 
pub- 


lic by keeping a record of all industries 


put. 
out of business or destroyed by the 


tariff, for the impression widely prevails 
that the tariff is solely an industry saver. 
The other side ol! the account has never 
had the publicity that it deserves. Pacts
